Prisoner's Evidence 

‘The prisoner in his evidence 
yesterday had stated that some- 
time in the middle of August, the 
complainant had touched — his 
cheeks and said ‘that he was a 
“nice fellow.” He touched her 
face_in_return, after. .which. she 
opened the. door and invited him 
in. From-then’én he and the wo- 
man had met clandestinely for sev- 
eral nights, and from August 24 to 
August 28, the had visited her 
every night. 

On the night of August 29-30, 
he noticed the complainant and 
her house-boy in, the kitchen. 
They were burning a heap of 
“banknotes.” ‘Through a crevice 
he succeeded in pulling out sev- 
tral pieces of notes. As he was 
walking away with them, the 
houseboy came out and struck him 
on the head- with a piece of wood. 

« Accused retaliated, 
$10 to Buy Shoes 

Coming’ to the night or rather 
early morning in question, accus- 
ed said that the woman had in- 
vited him to the house as she had 
done previously. He dented that 
he had committed the offence aa 
alleged without the woman's coi- 
sent. After the act had been 
committed, he showed the woman 
the plecés. of burnt notes ,which 
he had - extracted - through ‘the 
crevice, and asked -her what’ she 

b The woman 
replied that they: were banknotes. 
He then asked her for $10 with 
which to’ buy himself .a pair of 
shoes... .THe.‘woman refused. to 
give him ‘the money., ‘He then told 
her that he would take the burnt 
notes to the Police and would re- 


‘ port what he.had seen. He then 


left her}. she opening.the door for 
him 
Cross-examined ‘by the prosecu- 


"tion, accused ‘said'that he thought 
that the notes burnt might -have | - 


been the proceeds’ pf.a robbery.

Was Consent Given? 

In his address to the jury, Mr. 
Holmes said that in cases of that 
kind the outstanding point was in- 
dicated in the indictment, and 
that was “carnal knowledge of a 
woman without her conzent.” The 
development of the case had ‘clear- 
ed one salient point;.on which the 
jury could consider themselves 
on safe ground. That point was 
that the accused did have ‘carnal 
knowledge of Chatt Mee-sau on the 
night in question, It only re- 
mained for the jury to find whe- 
ther consent had been given by 
the ‘woman, : . 

The accused had given a tale 
about burning of notes and that 
he had been waiting, hoping and 
scheming to get some sort of evi- 
dence so that he could make a re- 
port ..to. the - Police, --and - thereby 
profiting by it, The fact remain- 
ed that the accused had given no 
explanation as to why he had be- 
came suspicious,

. The accused had-also mention- 
ed that he had been to the com- 
plainant’s bedroom five times on 
invitation, but when he was asx- 
ed if he was familiar with the 
lay-out of the house, he aaid that 
he was ‘not. Could it, therefore, 
be possible that a man who had 
been to the’ bedroom five times 
and yet failed to be. familiar with 
sthe place? | : 

The jury must also bear in mind 
that on the five visits to the com- 
plainant’s bedroom as alleged by 
the prisoner, the father-in-law was 
sleeping in.close proximity to the

KENYA GOVERNOR'S REPORT

London, Yesterday. 

According to Press messages 
from Nairobi, Sir. Edward Grigg, 
Governor of Kenya, Colony,’ has 
made 4 tour of the 
Masai, and Lumbwa tribes, enquir- 
ing into’ reports of the tendency to 
trouble between these tribes, Sir 
Edward Grigg mnde-a atatement on 
the subject to the Legislative Coun- 
cil to-day. ‘He said that there was 
always a danger of collision between 
the Masai and Lumbwa_ tribes, 
, Which were traditionally. antagonis- 
tie. : 

Young warriors of both’ tribes 
have been gathering without the 
permission of thelr chiefs and, as a 
result, there had been increasing 
numbers of cattle thefts, burglaries, 
and disorders, 

Any. general attitude of hostility 
to European settlers was unlikely, 
‘but the pessibility of collision be- 
tween two tribes caused anxlety to 
settlers on lonely farms, : 

Extra police had therefore been 
drafted into Lumbwa territory. and

had been ordered to patrol’ Masai 
territory. 0

The sabotagers are in completo 
control, holding up motor cars and 
other vehicles, and refusing thor- 
oughfare of the streeta, in which 
the wreckage is’ atill proceeding, 

No Fatalities 


At 10 p.m.—three hours after the 
riots began—soldiers were drafted 
into the City and martial law was 
declared. Troops and police began 
to clear the streets of rioters, 
and crowds, lookera on,.and order 
was gradually ‘restored. Several 
arrests were made. 


So far as is known to-night no 
fatalities have occurred, although 
three conductors are suffering from 
severe head injuries inflicted. by 
ricshamen when the former refused 
to leave their duty. . ' 

The immediate cause of the 
outbreak is still a mystery, although 
{t ie ‘known that there has.been bad 
blood between the ricshamen’s and 
the tramwaymen's anions for some 
time, both of which have been striv- 
ing for.dominance of: the federation

SILVER $ AGAIN. 


LOCAL BANKERS’. DECISION 
ANNOUNCED. 


“FOR BENEFIT OF TRADE” 


That it will be for the ultimate 
benefit of trade was stated last even- 
ing, after the meeting of the bankers 
of Hong Kong, held in the board 
room of the Hong Kong & Shanghai 
Banking Corporation late in , the 
afternoon, had decided in favour of 
an immediate -return to tho silver 
basis for the Colony’s currency. | 

Notice has ‘now been given that as 
from to-morrow the Banks will re- 
ceive Mexican and British . dollars 
(which had previously been at a dis- 
count) on the samo basis as notes 
of the three issuing banks. Silver 
dollars will be paid out and $1 notes 
will be withdrawn from. circulation’ 
temporarily, until the public is nceus- 
tomed to appreciate that a silver 
dollar Is of the same value as the 
paper dollar, when the notes will be 
placed .in circulation again. 

The decision reached-—forecast in 
the “China Mail” on October 17—was 
unanimous, including os it did the 
fall suppor: of the Chinese Bankers’ 
Association. The meeting lasted 
about an hour and was held in pri- 
vate. 

It Is now hoped that silver wil! 
circulate freely once more throughovi 
the Colony. . : ;

MOTOR TRANSPORT ‘PROGRESS 


The, Governor of Sierra Leone 
{Brigadler-Goneral Sir Josoph A. 
yrne, K.B.E., K.C,), who left Liver- 
pool in mail week for West Africa 
y the Elder Dempator motor vessel 
“Accra,” was ontertained at dinner st 
the Adelphi Hotel by Mr. J. H. 
Sharrock (chairman) and the mem- 
bers of the African trade section of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Shar- 
rock presiding over the gathering. 

The chairman, in proposing “HE. 
the Governor of Sierra Leorle, Sir 
Joseph A. Byrne, K. » CB,” said 
one of the most significant features 
of the development and progress of 
our Weat African colonies during re- 
cent yenrs .had been regencration of 
both outlook and thought towards 
the position 'which the African people 
thomselvea must occupy in the. scheme 
of things. In effect, they had come 
to realise that the development of the 
African people was closely linked with 
the commercial ‘progress of thair 
country, and it was Impossible to 
develop the country without at tho 
same time maintaining the goodwill 
and co-operation of its people (Hear, 
hear.) 
, The work of administering such an 
important territory as Sierra Leone 
called for the exercise of much scund 
judgment, and he was sure that he 
was voicing the opinion of all pre- 
sent when he said that Sir Joseph was 
carrying out his duties faithfully and 
well, (Applause.) Under his ad- 
Tainistration, Sierra Leone had nat only 
continued to develop commercially, 
but the social progress of the African 
people had also been encouraged, In 
Practically every section of commerce 
Slerra Leone offered the most gratify- 


ing assurance that the resources of the. 


territory were being systernatically 
investigated, and the mainstay of its 
export trade—palm kernels—was in- 
creasing in quantity, and, what was 
even more satisfactory, was that the 
value of the exports last year show. 
ed an increase as compared with the 
value of the exports in 1927. They 
could, not,’ of course, fnil to realise 
‘that if the African people shared in 


| these increased values, they represent- 


ed spending units of increasing value 
to our manufacturers. 

‘ Motor Traffic Development 

The increasing import of motor 
vehicles into Sierra Leone reflected the 
admirable policy ‘of Sir Joseph Byrne 
to fmcrease the mileage of roads 
throughout the colony and protectorate 
and he was applying’ himself whole- 
heartedly to this vital sphere of 
dovelopment, In that respect it was 
pleasing to note that Sir Joseph was 
receiving the goodwill of the native 
chiefs, and no praise could be too great 
for the ‘announce: 
Joseph in; Bis last annual ‘address to 
the Legislative Council, when he in- 
dicated iat: by 1931, 888 miles of 
motorable roads will have been com- 
pleted in the Protectorate. This 
compared with the 224 miles,availale 
fn 1926 (hear, hear), 

And as an Indication of the pro- 
ress and, indeed, of the fact that 
the Government of Slerra Leone pro- 
posed to take advantage of modern 
methods of transport, ‘reference should 
be made to the fact that the mountain 
railway was’ boing “raplaced “by ‘a 
service of motor buses, Ii was such 
undertakings as these which displayed 
forcibly, how the methods of other 
countrics were being introduced into 
the daily lives of the African People. 

He would like to assure Sir Josoph 


of the profound appreciation which the’ 


.mombers of the West African trade 
had for the work, which was g¥ing on 
in Sterra Leone, ‘and ‘on behalf of tho 
West African’ section of ‘the Liverpool 


Chamber of Commerce, he dealred to+ 


offer him.their very best wishes for 
anothor happy-and successful, tour of 
service, (Applause.) e 

Cordial: €o-Operation - 

The Governor, ,in responding, said 
that-sinco he had been at Sierra Leong 
he had .mct nothing but courtesy and 
Kindneas from Europeans and Africans 
like, and courtesy and kindness was 
a great help to a governor, Whether 
trade was good or-bad. there was one 
thing essential, that there should be 
\eordial .co-operation and friendship 
between the Government and the com- 
mercial community (hear, hear). 
None of them -cpuld do without the 
other and they. must. work together, 
and as far as he was concerned he had 
been met more than half way in that 
reapect in Prestown. . 

He still heard ‘that trade was 
stagnant, and'ho tried to find out 
what was at the bottom of this. There

JAPAN CONTROLLING FACTOR 
Russia and China appear to be ful- 
filling their recent assurances that they 
would observe the Kellogg Pact in a 
They are not at 
war, only fighting a little along the 
Manchurian frontier, And a very 
little fighting fs being made to serve 
the purpose of a very great deal of 
propaganda. Indeed, the situation 
may be likened to the spectacle of twa 
hulking, puaillanimous schoolboys each 
inviting the other to hit him first so 
aa to pose as the injured one, A great 
deal of feinting is gofng on, and a 
little hairpulling and scratching, but 
no real blow has yet been etruck, and, 
in eplte of the-increasingly threatening 
aspect, it is still believed that no, real 
blow will be struck. a 4 

China is in the wrong, but under 
conditions of  provocation—so she 
alleges—which enable her to plead 
justification. - Of course, she knows 
she has a very strong card in her pack. 
If it came to war, the Soviet army 
would probably drive the Chinese be- 
fore them like sheep, at any rate in 
the opening phase of the campaign. 
Tho Japancse have declared’ that they 
would remain neutral unless thelr own 
interests were threatened, 

Japanese Interests 

The Chinese would very. easly ar- 
range that Japanese interests should 
be seriously threatened as scon as it 
Was necessary. They have no desire to 
give Japan any opportunity to in. 
crease her hold upon Manchuria, but 
the possibility strengthens their de- 
finnce, 

Moscow can be under no illusion on 
this point. She knows perfectly well 
that, although. she might beat the 
Manchu armics, she would not be 
allowed to teap any local fruits ot 
victory.. The Japanese have kicked the 
Inperlal Russians out of Manchuria, 
and have no intention of allowing the 
Red Russians to return. The immediate 
trouble is that, whilst these considera. 
tlons render war extremely improbable, 
they also add to the difficulties of a 
peaceful settlement. China {fs in an 
excellent position for bluffing, an art in 
which she has; ever been deficient, 
Russia is in the position of being able 
to strike with every Prospect of suc- 
cess, but only to be ordered out of the 
ring by the referee. It is an interest- 
ing puzzle, and the on-looking Powers 
are showing wisdom in leaving {t to 
work out its own disentanglement.

YEAR’S EXPERIENCE 


ORDERS OF INTEREST 


Of late years there has been a con- 
stant increase in the number of 
nuxiliary engines on shipboard, and the 
manufacture of such engines has be- 
come a specialised branch of. marine 
engineering, Messrs. Belliss . and 
Morcom, Ltd, is n firm which has had 
over fifty years’ experience in the 
manufacture of these engines, and the 
manner in which they have kept 
abreast of the times is best illustrated 
by the fact that they have recently 
received two orders of rather special 
interest.

As already vemarked, for a period 
af about fifty yenrs, the name of 
“Belliss” in’ connection with the con- 
structiqn of ships’ auxiliaries has been 
to the forefront in the British and 
foreign navies, and amongst the lead- 
ing shipowners of the merchant ser- 
vice of the world, Perhaps it has been 
better known as the originators and 
constructors of enclosed quick-revolu- 
tion steam engines in 18905 it may not 
be generally appreciated that their ex- 
perience of shipwork goes hack even 
further to the carly sixties, when they 
built the main engines, auxiliaries and 
boilers’ for cutters, launches, pinnaces, 
torpedo boat, destroyers, and gunboats, 

Steam Turbines 
During recent years, when great

This is essentially auto» 
matic, atarting and stopping with the 
engine, turbine or air compressor, a3 
the case may be, and so long as tho 
oil pressure is reasonably maintained, 
the bearings are efficiently lubricated, 
General Features 

Belliss steam engines are made in 
all the usual varietics—simple (single 
and double cylinder) compound, and 
triple, from 10 to 2,500 bhp, Up- 
wards of 8,500 of these engines have 
been constructed in their works, re 
presenting. a‘ total output of over 
2,600,000.horse-power, - a-fact which 
speaks volumes for their satisfactory 
performance on service, Their gen- 
eral features are no doubt already sut 
ficiently well, known to marine engin 
fers aa not to require recapitulation 
here, :

He (Mr, Lo) suggested that the 
Masistrate should ysive a ruling on 
the matter as it affected banking 
renerally, ahd if it were decided 
that the Bank was liable then they 
might as well close thei doons ag 
the major portion of their business 
was gone, They did not know that 
the goods bore, forged trade marks, 
and he asked what inquiries eould 
the bank have made and what pre- 
caution could they have taken in 
such cireumstanees?

CROOK COOLIE CONNECTED 

A Chinese ‘named Chiu Ping-leung, 
was charged before Mr. A. W. G. H.

{2) that he between October ‘15 
and 17 obtained a quantity of deer tay 
medicine valued at 131,26 from 
Leung Kwan-po, inaster of the Ming 
Tai tea firm, 98, Connaught Road West, 
by means of false pretence by repre- 
senting that he had been sent by the 
master of the Dor Po shop, of 4, Con- 
naught Road West, to take delivery af 
ithe said medicine, whercas in truth he 
had not been so instructed. 

Accused, who was not legally repre- 
sented, pleaded “guilty.” 3 
, Detective Sub-Inspector M. Fluttery, 
;who prosecuted, said that until Septem- 
ber 24 the accused had been employed 
for four: years at the Dor Po Joss 
Stick shop, 4, Connaught Road Cen- 
tral, as a coolie, ‘ 

Accountant Suspicious 

On September 24 the accused ab- 
seonded, The following day Li Chung, 
the accountant of — the, shop, -heeame 
suspicious and visited several of the 
firm's customers, He then discovered 
that the accused had collected 18 
small amounts of, money totalling 
$71 and given receipts for them. 
This sort of thing had been going on 
sinee March this year. For the pur- 
pose of this case, however, only two 
jstims of moncy collected by the accus- 
ed had been selected to form the sub- 
Jeet of the first charge, but the prose- 
eution asked the Magistrate, in pass- 
ing sentence, to Luke into consideration 
the other 16 sums of money. 

Proceeding to denl with the second 
charge, the Officer said that accused's 
employer did not report the matter to 
the Police and no warrant was taken 
out for his arrest. 
Bogua Telephone Call 

This so emboldened the. accused that 
on October 15 and again on the 17th 
he went to the shop of'n friend of his 
former employer, a man named Leung 
Kwan-po, master of the Ming Tai tea 
jfirm of 98 Connaught Road West and 
obtained from him two lots of deer tail 
medicine worth together at $131.26. 
Each of these two visits by the ac. 
cused was preceded by a telephone 
call purporting to come from the ac- 
cused's’ former employer, so that when 
he called for the medicine they were 
immediately delivered to him. 

The tricks were discovered on 
October 21 and later that same 
day, Li Chung, the accountant of 
the aceused’s former employer 
was walking in Des Voeux Road 
Central when he casually met ac- 
cused’ near the Empress Hotel. 
He detained him and had him ar- 
rested by a District: Watchman. 

After this arrest, the accused 
took the, Police to the Yin Lung

SPORT IN SCHOOLS 


INTRODUCTION OF .LAWN 
TENNIS 


The . question. has again. .been. 


raised by several old Harrovians ag 
to the necessity of providing an 
alternative game to compulsory 
cricket at Harrow School. The mat- 
ter has been debated before, and 
while suggestions have been made 
ag to the playing of lawn tennis and 
golf by those who, for various 
view cricket’ with dis- 
favour, nothing, as yet, haa bean 
done in the matter. . 

‘It seems imposaible to many of 
ua, Says a writer in tha “Sporting 
Life,” that there are English boys 
who dislike playing the great 
It may be that at 
Harrow the fact that they are com- 
polled to play may influence them; 
but the. same state of affairs ig 
found at other schools where there 
is no compulsion, 

Still, as these peculiar boys un- 
doubtedly do-exist, it would appear 
only fair to taem that they should 
be given facilities for the playing 
of other. sports, and lawn tennis 
would appear the most desirable. 

The general introduction of lawn 
tennis as a recognised sport among 
all public schools would be welcom- 
ed everywhere. Those who have 
seen the schools championship at 
Queen’s Club have been impressed 
by the high standard of the- play, 
and it would. undoubtedly ‘mean 
much to the future of the game if 
the foundation and principles of 
lawn tennis, were inculcated at an 
early age. ; bor 

The old idea that. lawn tennia is

was that the woman herself had 
kept a look-out and once the coast 
was clear, she went down and let 
in the Indian, 

Counsel then quoted from the 
authorities in which Taylor, a, 
medical jurist, had‘given as his 
opinion that only one case out 6f 
twelve was genuine. Another au- 
thority had said that rape was 
one of the most detestable and 
heinous crimes, but at the same 
time it was pne.of the easiest 
charye for a man to make and 
very hard for a man to refute. 
There wos always the doubt that 
the Court and the jury might be 
imposed upon hy the woman. The 
jury would have to bear this in” 
mind when arriving ut a verdict. 

No Out-Cry 

Counsel then commented on the 
fact that the complainant had suid 
that the Indian was in her room 
for fully half an hour and yet 
throughout that time, she riever 
had the opportunity to cry. out, 
It was absurd to think that it 
was so. Furthermore there was 
the fact that the Indian and the 
woman dallied when. he had gone 
downstairs. No force was used 
on the woman then and according 
to the woman herself some form 
of conversation took place. If 
she wanted to cry out, there was 
her opportunity, and yet she did 


‘| nothing of the kind. 


Counsel asked the jury to be- 
lieve what the prisoner had said. 
That he had been invited by the 
woman on eight occasions, and 
that the woman was a_ willihg 
party to the illicit understanding. 

The Bruises on Neck 

Mr, d'Almada also pointed out 
the bruises on the woman's neck. 
They .were half an inch apart 
from the “Adam's Apple.” He 
commented that if a man “was 
bet on assaulting a woman, he 
would not 30 delicately pinch 


‘her in that part with his thumb 


and first finger. It7would be more 
reasonable to think. that a man 
would grip the woman's neck with 
his hand wide opened. In that 
case the marks would. have been 
on either side of the neck," 
Husband Away 

In conclusion Counsel pleaded 
that the jury must not judge by 
appearances, There was no doubt 
that the prigoner was in 2 humble 
position, but the jury would have 


to bear in mind that the woman's | | 


husband ‘was away and that he 
had a young and pretty concubine. 
At all material times, the woman 
did “not share the’ same room with 
her husband. 

What the Law Presumes 

Summing up, his Lordship said 
that it was a most serious case 
that the jury were asked to de- 
cide. ; 
well as that of the man’s and his 
liberty ‘were at stake. 

In cases of this kind where in- 
tercourse had taken plice between 
ff man and a woman, the Law al- 
ways presimed that the woman 
had given her consent. . It was 
therefore up to the Crown—not 
the prisoner—to prove conclusive- 
ly -that no auch consent had been 
given. 

Prisoner Discharged 

It was the duty of the jury to 
sieve the evidence'from top to. 
bottom and to take nothing for 
granted. His Lordship then re- 
-viewed the cose at great length, 
and after the jury had retired for 


‘20 minutes, they returned a un- 


animous verdict of “Not Guilty.” 

The prisoner was accordingly 
discharged. : . 

“I therefore suggest that you should 
consider the womnn’s evidence very 
carefully in all its bearings before you 
come to any conclusion as to its 
truth,” continued his Lordship. 

On the other hand, his Lordship 
pointed out, prisoner says the inter- 
course was the cighth of a series.

OPIUM TRAFFIC 


BOYS AND GIRLS ENGAGED’ AS 
CARRIERS 


POLCE ON, THE ALERT 

Three Chinese were charged before 
Mr. T. S. Whyte-Smith at the Kowloon 
Magistracy to-day with the unlawful 
possession of opium. 

The first, an oldman, was, found te 
he in the possession of five macu of 
prepared opium, probably for his own 
consumption as his Worship remark- 
ed, A fine of $15, with the option of 
the same number of days in jail, was 
iniposed, 


The second pleated guilty to the- 


possession of 7.5 mace of prepared 
opium, He was fined $60 or, in de- 
fault, three weeks’ hard Inbour. 

The third offender was a lad of 
about 14 days of age. Raw opium 
weighing 744 taels, was found con- 
cealed in his waist. 

Th. this case Inspector Hoare stated 
that this boy must have been paid to 
carry the opium as the Police now took 
more precautions in searching boys and 
sirla. Thero must be a depot from 
where the opium was distributed and 
the shop paid these children to carry 
it for them, knowing, of course, that 
the children had less chance of being 
searched by the Potice. i

“THE RUSSKI DOM” 


Most Londoners would probably 
be surprised to hear that there la 
a large colony of Russians perman- 
ently settled down in their midst. 
Some might even express alarm’ at 
the presence of so many members 
of that turbulent race. But thelr 
fears would be groundless; for 
these Russians are harmless 
emigrants who merely prefer living 
in England to living -in Soviet 
Russia. But all might ask with 
great reason: Where are they? 
And what are'they doing? The fact 
that one go rarely notices them or 


hears about them is not difficult to|' 


explain. First, London is vast, and 
our Russians are scattered over 
wide areas, and are not localised 
as are the French and Italians in 
Soho; secondly, they are not 
specialised in one calling, but are 
engaged in a great variety of oc- 
cupations; and thirdly, there is very 
little In thelr appearance or be- 
haviour to distinguish them from 
Englishmen. a 

One cannot help comparing tho 


Russian colony in London with that | 


in Paris or Berlin. The difference 
is immense. The London colony is 
much smaller, but one might almost 
say more select. London seems to 
have attracted the more “respect- 
able” type of Russfan—and most of 
them algo are working in profes. 
sions no less “respectable’—to use 
a word which all English people 
hate to say, but constantly think 
of, 

In London there is far leas chance 
than there is in Paris or Berlin of 
one’s taxi-driver bejng at least a 
Russian general, if not a prince, or 
of a too distinguished-looking tea- 
shop waitress turning out to be 
Countess So-and-So. For while in 
Paris or Berlin there nre literally 
hundreds of Ruassiana driving taxi- 
cabs, their Russian colleagues in 
London number exactly eight. . Al- 
though we have in Kensington:a 
Russian admiral who runs an ex- 
cellent tea-room, there is a remark- 
able absence in. London of that 
swarm of Russian - restaurants, 
cabarets, and tea-rooms which haa 
settled down on Paris and Berlin, 
where one may linger all night over 
bottles of champagne: listening to 
the nostalgic songs of “Mother 
Russia,” more intoxicating’ in their 
melodious yearning than the wine 
itself. Absent also are the musi- 
cfans and performers, who as Itke- 
Jy as not are ex-officers or ladies 
of the best. families. ;

“SCINTILLAE JURIS” 


TALES OF WITTY LAWYERS BY 


__. LORD DARLING . 
“KING'S WILL IN VERSE 
; Lord Darting, whose scintillating 
wit, which tormerly played like 
lightning in the Law Courts, now 
moat pleases us when crystallized 


{as light verse, has given us, in his 


“Scintillae Juris,” one of the wit- 
tiest of all books making fun of 
the law: books of a peculiar class, 
of which a small library might be 
formed. It may surprise many who 
delight in his lordship’s verse to 
learn that his clasgie little volume 
wus originally published anony- 
mously so long ago as 1877, 

“Scintillae Juris” makes witty 
uncer- 
tainty of the law, and shows up the 
law as something more than “a 
‘18 4 sort of corpus vile, to 
be tugged hither and thither like 
the body of Valerlus, when 

Titus dragged him by the foot 
And Aulus by the head. , 

To find: amusement in the serious 
business of the law, to make It a 
target for the arrows of their wit, 
as 4 recreation for leisure hours, 
has ever been a favourite pastime 
of lawyers. And it is curious to 
find how.a good legal story passes 
from book to book, and, becomes an 
illustration in the hands of all sorta 
of philosophers. In his “Lecture 
on Heads”--a book forgotten by this 
generation — George | Alexander 
Stevens made play with the story 
of a trial, “Bullum v. Boatum,” but 
it was“not his invention, and Ia to 
be found alao in Martin Luther's 
"Table-Talk.” where it is Introduc- 
ed, not to raise a laugh against the 
law, but to iNustrate the yreat re- 
former’s sound judgment. 

Luther's Decision 

It was in 1546 when this case 
was stated to Luther:—A_ miller 
had an ass which entered a fisher's 
boat. Inasmuch as the fisher had 
not tied his boat fast, it swam away 
with the ass; inaomuch that the 
miller lost his ass, and the fisher 
his boat. On each suing the other 
for his loss, the query arose, “Took 
the ass the boat, or the boat’ the 
ass away?” Luther decided that 
it was what he called a “chance 
medlic,” a case whith should waive 
the rigour of the law, so that 
equity might prevail, by which, 
said he, “All things are to be 
governed,”. 

Of the same sort was a problem 
referred to by Alexander Pope in 
his comments on the works of Mar- 
tinus Scriblerus:—A testator be- 
queathed to his friend all hig black 
and white horses, and died leaving 
six black, six white, and six black- 
and-white steeds. The point re- 
mains a3 much a legal puzzle ag it 
was to Scriblerus. 

One of the earliest collections of 
such humorous legal curiosities is 
the “Facetiae” of Poggio Braccion- 
Uni (1380-1459), The 19th century 
saw a prodigious outcrop of humor. 
ous semi-legal books, “The Comic 
Blackstone,” by a Beckett (1846) 
was distinguished by Cruikstiink 
illustrations. “Legal Facetiae” (J, 
Willock) was published. in 1887: 
“Wit and Wisdom of the Bench and 
Bar” (Moncrieff) in 1882, and “The 
Law's Lumber Room” (, Watt) in 
1895.

THE ENGLISH LAW OF 
PROPERTY AcT 


. (By Alfred Fellows) 


Recently the Duke of Notthum- 
berland dedicated parts of Merrow 
Down, including Newlarids Corner, 
under s, 193 of the Law. of Property 
Act, 1925, and Lord Opsléw has 
now followed suit.with the northern 
half of the Down: As one result, 
a fact no doubt, made plain by 
notice-boarda, members, of the 
public .are liable :to fine if they 
drive cars over’ the grasa of the 
Down, or park them én it, and are 
also forbidden under similar 
penalty to light fires for their 
plenics. i at ’ 

Thus at first sight it would’ ap- 
pear that these two landowners, 
and others who have applied the 
Act to their holdings, have used 
it to restrict ‘public rights. The 
present purpose Is, to show that, ao 
far from this being the case, land 
ownoars who apply ‘the Act to their 
property may be regarded as public 
benefactors. 


* * * 


The real truth is, of courag, that 
the public have no right whatever 
te wander over the open downs, 
moorland, commons, mountains, 
and foreshore which lawyers com- 
prise under the general term 
“manorial waste,” save to “pass and 
repass” (without loitering) along 
such public highways as may be 
thrown across them. Tenants of A 
manor may enjoy various rights of 
common over such lands, the chief 
being to pasture their animals, but 
these confer no-rights on others. 


'-The public have access to vast areas 


of manorial waste, .such os the 
South Downs, the Cumberland hills, 
and most of the foreshore of Eng- 
land, for the simple reason that the 
various owners do not employ their. 
servants to turn off trespassers. 


This indulgence may arise from 
benevolence, or from the fact that 
the land is not sufficiently valuable 
to warrant the payment of game- 
keepers or wardens for the pur: 
pose; indulgence it is, however, 
and, if a landowner chooses, he may 
begin to exclude the public when- 
ever he likes, provided no right of 
way has been acquired. And the 
Courts will not allow the acquisi- 
tlon of a right of way merely for 
sight-seeing, or otherwise than for 
the purpose of proceeding from one 
public place to another. 


* * * 


The law above laid down is en- 
tirely reversed if land fs dedicated 
by a lord of the'manor or other own- 
er.under the Act; when he does go, 
the public acquire rights of access 
for air and exercise subject to re- 
gulations to be approved by. the 
Minister of Agriculture. Such a 
scheme may involve various regula-’ 
tions, brench of which is punished 
under the section by a maximum 
fine of forty shillings, as stated 
above. It is provided, however, by 
the Act that: this right of access 
shall not include any right to draw 
or drive upon the land a carriage, 
cart, caravan, truck, or other 
vehicle, or to camp or light any fire 
thereon, and breach of this provi- 
sion is also punishable by fing. 

When once the-Jand is so dedicat- 
ed, the rights of the public cannot 
be extinguished by the landowner. 
This can only be done by statute, or 
on the ‘approval of the County 
Council and the Minister. Presum-

It Is a puzzle to many why motor 
racing should be so singled out for 
favour by the authorities.
